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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1 -2, 10-11, 1 3-20 and 23-28 remain for examination wherein claims 1,11, 
13, 15 are amended. 

37 CFR 1.132 

Applicant argues in the 37 CFR 1 .132 that Schmidt et al. disclose the silica 
amount being larger than the pigment of the instant application, the Examiner 
respectfully submits that there is no limitation of the amount of silica in the claims and 
Schmidt et al. disclose an intermediate metallic pigment coated with a layer of silicon 
oxide with an overlapping thickness. But Schmidt et al. fail to disclose that 95% of the 
metallic substrate has a size of less than 45 micron. Schmidt et al. fail to disclose that 
the metallic substrate has equal or larger than 90% of gold , equal or less than 7% of 
silver and equal or less than 4% of copper. Therefore the Examiner withdraws the 
rejection based on the teaching of Schmidt et al. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -2, 10-11,1 3-20 and 23-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
application is drawn to a pigment which consists of a metallic substrate coated and one 
coating layer over the metallic substrate. The layer consists of silicon oxide, aluminum 
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oxide, iron oxide, ceroxide, chromium oxide, corresponding hydrates, or mixtures 
thereof. The metallic substrate has specific particle size or/ and constitutes. 

For claims 1-2, 10-1 1 and 15-20, 23-24, and 27-28, the closest prior art is U. S. 
Patent No. 5, 607,504 to Schmidt et al. Schmidt et al. disclose an intermediate metallic 
pigment coated with a layer of silicon oxide with an overlapping thickness. Although the 
applicant argues in the 37 CFR 1 .132 that Schmidt et al. disclose the silica amount 
being larger than the pigment of the instant application, the Examiner respectfully 
submits that there is no limitation of the amount of silica in the claims and Schmidt et al. 
disclose an intermediate metallic pigment coated with a layer of silicon oxide with an 
overlapping thickness. But Schmidt et al. fail to disclose that 95% of the metallic 
substrate has a size of less than 45 micron. Schmidt et al. fail to disclose that the 
metallic substrate has equal or larger than 90% of gold , equal or less than 7% of silver 
and equal or less than 4% of copper. 

For claims 13-14 and 25-26, the closest prior art is WO 00/09617. WoO'617 
discloses a metallic pigment coated with metal oxide layer. But it fails to disclose that 
the metallic pigment is coated with only one layer metal oxide.
